THE LITTLE ROCK RAILROAD. 


In a conversation with one of the 
directors of this corporation yester- 
day, we learned that the work on the 
middle division, notwithstanding the 
drawbacks encountered by the con- 
tractors for want of laborers, is pro- 
gressing very favorably. The com- 
pany is being harrassed and annoyed 
in very many ways injurious to its 
interests; and the frequent assaults 
upon the stock owned by Mem- 
phis, is calculated to be misconstrued 
abroad to its injury and detriment.

The most commendable activity is 
being displayed by all prominently 
connected with the enterprise, with 
a view to its completion by the 
first of January, 1870. We hope this 
result will be reached. It will be 
worth not less than fifty thousand 
bales of cotton to us, and fully $4,000, - 
O00 worth of goods, besides that it 
opens up a way upon which the whole 
future railroad system of Arkansas 
will hinge. We trust that all our cit- 
izens will lend their help, if nothing 
else, in cheerful words and = good 
Wishes; but, if possible, in such money 
or other assistance as may be asked 
for or may be available, and that can 
be applied to the earliest practicable 
opening of the Little Rock Railroad 
throughout its whole length.
